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‘TEMPLE STREET GRADES. 
Now that the matter of impro 
the grade of Temple street in we 
respects is under discussion in the 
Gity Council and before the public, it 
would be well to consider the subject 
in various points of view. 

Uniquestionably the grade shculd be 
improved, as already suggested, be- 
tween Spring street and Bunker Hill 
avenue, so as to make it less danger- 
ous for driving. The middle of the 
street and the cable railroad thereon 
are now so far elevated above the gut- 
ters and the sidewalks that a wagon 
turning out for another team, or the 
cable cars, almost oversets. It is 
really dangerous, especially to persons 

But this improvement relates to th 
grade of the street from side to side, 
or to its crown, asthe engineers would 
say. 

There is, however, another defect in 
the grade of Temple street, of even 
greater moment, to which the public 
have become so accustomed as to ap- 
parently acquiesce in it. We refer to 
the top of the hill—announced by the 
street car conductors, on all occasions, 
as Bunker Hill. The Indian name 
for this hill is not remembered, 
nor is it known that the early Spanish 
population ever honored it with an ap- 
pellation, but it was known to the first 
Yankee inhabitants of the plate as 
Temple Street Hill. How the name 
of Bunker Hill came to be applied 
thereto depends somewhat upon con- 
jecture, but it is believed to have 


| been given ft by some one of the early 


city surveyors, withe the expectation 


that the grade at that point would — 


serve as a lasting monument to his en- 
gineering skill. It is certainly a piece 
of engineering that stands forth con- 
spicuously. The engineer, whoever 
he was, must have been a person of 
lofty aspiration, and exalted ideas, 
for he ran the grade up to the highest 
possible peint; so that there is not left 
a level place on the top big enough 
for a horse to occupy on all fours. A 
less ambitious engineer would have 
reduced the height of Bunker Hill at. 
least a dozen feet, and cut down the 
grade of Temple street to nearly a 
level from Grand street to Hope street 
on either side of the summit, carrying 
the dirt down to the west to make 4 
less descent in that direction. Had 
this idea—a very simple one, as every- 
body knows—been adopted, the people 
in the western part of the city and of 
the Western Addition would have 
had an easy drive into the heart of 
the city—a convenience now woefully 
lacking. This little alteration of the 
grade of Temple street would largely 
benefit all property west of the hill, 
and, we doubt not, add enough to the 
taxable wealth of the city to pay for 
the change in taxes every year there- 
after. The suggested alteration is 
invited by the topography of the lo- 
tality; by all the lateral streets cross- 
ing ‘Temple at that point—in short, by 
everyipablic consideration. And the 
make the change is almost at 
hand; when the Temple-street cable 
road is about to improve its plant, and 
when the electric-light mast, which, 
like the monument in Boston, occu- 
pies the summit of the hill, is removed 
from the middle of the street. 

the present city officials are am- 
bitious to enjoy the blessings of a con- 
‘sid * of the population of 
Los Angeles now living, and of future 
generations who will occupy this land, 
they will cut off the top of Temple- 
street hill from Grand street to Hope, 
and fillin the hollow to the westward 
with the material. 


PARKS FOR THE PEOPLE. 


Los Angeles has no intention of 
taking any backward steps. In all 
the improvements which she is now 
making are the indications of perma- 
nency. Hercable roads are sugges- 
tive of the metropolis. Her public 
buildings and business houses are fine 
structures and would do credit to even 
much larger cities. She is a well- 
lighted city, and is well provided with 
street railroads, and on the comple- 
tion of her cable system will have 
about twenty-seven miles of cable ser- 
vice at her command. But Los An- 
geles is not as well provided with 
parks as could be desired. It would 
be well if something were done in this 
direction before the city is a year 
older. 

There can in no city be found a 
prettier spot than our Sixth-street 
Park, as far as it goes. The plazas of 
San Francisco suffer in comparison 
with it. But then San Francisco has 
her Golden Gate Park, three miles in 
length, stretching out over hill and 
dale and graceful undulations, planted 
to almost every known kind of shrub 
and, tree; gay with blossoms; green 


with spreading lawns; bright with | po 


sparkling waters of artificial ponds 
and fountains; adorned with statuary 
of heroic size; with grand conservator- 
ies filled with tropical plants;with beau- 
tiful playgrounds for children and fine 
buildings for their shelter and com- 
fort, and in addition to all this broad 
and smoothly-graveled drives winding 
amid the trees or the open, sunny 
places, bordered by rare plants or 
stately trees; where from the noise 
and dust of the city’s streets the gen- 
tleman of leisure or the man of fam- 
ily can come with his carriage fora 
delightful drive amid beautiful sur- 
roundings. With all the magnificence 
which San Francisco’s men of wealth 
and public spirit have imparted to this 
great commercial metropolis, there is 
nothing which will exceed in grand- 
eur, in rare beauty and solid, com- 
fort-giving qualities than this marvel- 
ously beautiful park. Mr. Flood, the 
millionaire, will have no grander 
monument, nor one that will so en- 
dure through all coming time, than 
that noble charity of his whieh led 
him to set apart and bequeath to the 
children of San Francisco that highly- 
improved portion of the Golden Gate 
Park kno wn as the children’s portion. 
It was a benefaction befitting his 
great wealth and his thoughtful char- 
ity. It will be a boon for generations, 
bringing its unfailing benefit and 
blessing to the children of that me- 
tropolis. | *

such of their machinery as had been in use 
would be entitled to free entry. 
In response the ed attention 
to the provisions of section 1 of the act 
eppeures February 26, 1885, which pro- 
vides “that it shall de unlawful for any 
rson, company. partnership or corpora- 
on, in any way whatever to pay trans- 
portation, or in any way assist or encourage 
the importation or immigration of any alien 
or aliens, any foreigner or foreigners, anto 
the United under contract or agree- 
ment, parole or special, express or implied, 
made previous to the importation or immi- 
— of such alien or aliens, foreigner or 
oreigners, to perform labor or service of 
any kind in the United States.” The Sec- 
retary said that as no facts are stated which 
would exempt the importation of the work
